Rome, Ga., July 18.—(#)—One man 
was killed and 16 persons injured, 
three seriously, when the three rear 
cars of the northbound Ponce de Leon, 
fast Florida to Cincinnati Southern 
railway passenger train, were derailed 
and overturned down an eight-foot 
embankment four miles north of here 
at 8:20 o’clock tonight. 

The man killed, a Mr. Stephenson, 
of Detroit, was standing on the ob- 
servation platform, when the car was 
thrown over the embankment and 
turned upside down, the next to the 
last coach of the train also was turn- 
ed upside down and the third from 
the last turned over on its side when 
a defective rail parted near the middle.

Democratic W arhorse 
Calls Meeting To Organ- 
izeAggressive Campaign 
for Smith and Robinson. 


Former United States Senator 
Hoke Smith Wednesday issued a 
ringing call to democrats of Georgia 
to meet in Atlanta July 27 and form 
a vigorous organization to work for 
election of Governor Al Smith and 
United States Senator Joseph T. Rob- 
inson, national democratic nominees. 

Asserting his steadfast loyalty to 
the democratic party for more than 
50 years, Former Senator Smith de- 
clared that a month has_ elapsed 
since the Houston convention and 
that the constituted democratic au- 
thorities have taken no steps toward 
the organization of a campaign for 
the nominees of the party, although 
a widespread campaign already exists 
against the nominees. 

“I am not and never have been a 
fifty-fifty democrat,’ Senator Smith 
said. “I am not one half democrat 
and one half republican.” 

The meeting is called for 8 o’clock 
on the night of July 27 at the For- 
syth theater. 

Senator Smith for a generation has 
taken a leading part in the affairs 
of the democratic party both in the 
state and nationally. He was elected 
governor of the state on two occa- 
sions. Later he was named United 
States senator. Prior to his service 
in the state he served in the cabinet 
of President Grover Cleveland hold- 
ing the post of secretary of the in- 
terior. After his retirement from 
the senate he returned to Atlanta 
where he opened law offices. He vir- 
tually had retired from active pub- 
lic life until his decision announced 
Wednesday to launch a fight “to pre- 
serve the integrity of the democratic 
party in Georgia.” 

The call issued by Senator Smith 
is as follows: 

To the Democracy of Georgia: 

Almost a month has elapsed 
since the democratic conven- 
tion at Houston, and yet the 
constituted authorities of the 
democratic party of Georgia 
have taken no steps toward the 
organization of a campaign for 
the democratic nominees, al- 
though an aggressive and wide- 
spread campaign already has 
been inaugurated against the 
nominees.

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SEIZED VESSELS 


RETURNED BY U8. 


Action Ends Celebrated 
International Tangle 
Resulting From Capture 
by Coast Guardsmen. 


Washington, July 18.—(/)—The 
celebrated and complicated interna- 
tional case involving Boatswain Lar- 
ry Christiansen, of the United States 
coast guard, and, indirectly, “Pop” 
Nesle, former dry agent, has been set- 
tled by diplomatic negotiations be- 
tween Washington and London. 

In admission of the violation of 
British sovereignty by Christiansen, 
the Washington government has for- 
mally expressed its regret to London. 
In addition it has agreed to surrender 
to the British authorities the two 
American registered rum-laden vessels 
seized by Christiansen off the Baha- 
mas and their cargoes and it has 
quashed proceedings in American 
courts against the crews of the two 
vessels. 

Christiansen’s Liability. 

The only remaining question is 
whether Christiansen is liable under 
coast guard articles of war or Ameri- 
can criminal law for prosecution on 
allegations of complicity in the theft 
of some of the seized liquor, a charge 
on which Nesle was convicted and for 
which he served time in the Bahamas. 
The British authorities have submitted 
evidence as to the share they charge 
Christiansen had in that transaction 
and this information has been handed 
over by the state department both to 
the department of justice and the 
treasury department, 


Christiansen, commanding a coast 
guard patrol vessel, seized the two 
rum-laden ships off the Bahamas last 
September. ‘There is an unsettled dis- 
pute as to whether the actual seizure 
was made within Lritish territorial 
waters, Christiansen contending he 
overhauled and took possession of the 
two ships five miles off shore in the 
open sea. The point proved to be of 
no importance, however, as Chris- 
tiansen subsequently took the captured 
ships into British waters, landing his 
prisoners and the seized cargoes at 
Gun Cay, Bahamas, where they spent 
the night, being transferred to another 
coast ,uard vessel the following day 
and sent to the United States, 

Reason for Apology.

Seek 18-Hole Course. 

Plans were recently drawn up for 
an 18-hole course on Cascade avenue 
to be known as the John A. White 
course. Later, it was set forth in the 
petition, the plans were altered to 
restrict the length to nine holes and 
utilize the rest of the ground for 
a playground. 

The petition reyuested that the full 
18-hole course be built as originally 
planned. It also asked that sorely 


needed improvement work get under 
way immediately at Piedmont park 
and the Key course. 

Golfers stated that in places’. the 
grass on the fairways at Piedmont 
was ankle deep, that in other places 
the fairways were rocky, rough and 
otherwise not conducive to good play.

Urges 18-Hole Course at! 


Leader To Punish His 
Slayers as Train Takes 
Body Back to Sonora. 


Mexico City, July 18.—(#)—The 
body of General Alvaro Obregon, presi- 
dent-elect of Mexico, was tonight en 
route to his home in Sonora. His 
death left the capital in mourning and 
denouncing the assassin who fired 
bullets from an automatic pistol while 
his victim was partaking of a lunch- 
eon given in celebration of his being 
chosen for the office of chief executive. 

Just before the train pulled out of 
the station here this afternoon, thou- 
sands of followers of the Obregon poli- 
cies raised their right hands and took 
a solemn oath to sustain his princi- 
ples and to see that punishment is 
visited upon those responsible for his 
death. This was done at the instance 
of a member of congress who, as the 
oath was given, turned to President 
Calles, standing nearby, and said: 

Justice Demanded, 

“We demand of you justice by the 
punishment of those who were guilty 
of murdering Obregon.” 

President Calles and other leaders 
of the republic walked behind the 
hearse with bared heads in the funeral 
procession from the national palace 
to the station. ‘There they acted as 


pallbearers and carried the coffin to 
the truin. Vast throngs filled the two 
and a half miles of streets through 
which the cortege wound. It was 
marked by military escort and accom- 
panied by the droning of airplanes 
flying over the route. 
President to Seek Conspiraturs. 


The president boarded the funeral 
train intending to travel to a station 
about 12 miles from the capital and 
then return to this city by automobile 
to prosecute the search for motives 
and possible backers of th@ assassin. 


Numerous other prominent members 


,Of the government were on the train 


as well as General Obregon’s son and 
'sister, the only members of his imme- 
' diate fainily who were in Mexico City. 

The entire staff of the United States 
embassy and other members of the 
diplomatic corps were at the station 
to do honor to the slain Mexican 
leader. 

In a signed statement tonight, Presi- 
dent Plutarco Blias Calles declared 
that the assassin of General] Obregon 
had admitted the motive of his crime 
was religious fervor. 

_ The president said, too, that authori- 
ties investigating the crime have gained 
much information “complicating di- 
rectly clerical action.” 

IIe concludes his statement with an 
appeal to the Mexican people to main- 
tain peace and a statement that the 


government will continue to abide by 
the principles of the constitution and 
the revolution—a statement which is 
construed as signifying the president 
will not attempt to succeed himself. 


Statement in Full. 


President Calles’ statement follows: 

“The criminal has already fully con- 
fessed his tragic action was motivated 
by religious fanaticism. Furthermore, 
the authorities have gained much in- 
formation complicating directly cleri- 
cal action in this crime. 

‘But my government without being

CAPTURED GUARD 


USED 10 SHIELD 
BID FOR LIBERTY 


Roy Gardner and Joe 
Urbaytis Aided in Jail 
Break Effort by Guns 
Smuggled Into Pen. 


ATLANTA POLICE 
CALLED TO SCENE 


Captured Guard Tosses 
Away Keys, Barring 
Escape; Another Guard 
Is Beaten With Pistol. 


Smuggled revolvers and use of a 
prison official as a ghield against the 
bullets of guards late Wednesday aft- 
ernoon failed to win freedom for Roy 
Gardner and Joe Urbaytis, notorious 
mail bandits, who staged one of the 
most desperate attempts to escape in 
the history of the Atlanta federal 
prison. Gardner and Urbaytis sur- 
prised by Captain Clarence L. Parker, 
of the prison guard in an attempt to 
scale the wall by the use of a make- 
shift ladder, finally were overpowered 
by the guard force after Gardner had 
won his way through one gate. 

Guard Bunce, detailed to duty in 
the yard while the prisoners were 
exercising, suffered the only injury 
of the attempted break, a scalp wound 
inflicted when he was struck with a 
pistol butt by Urbaytis. The ladder 
is believed to have been made by the 
prisoners from the stock of lumber 
used in erecting the new power 
house and addition to the duck mill, 
it was said. The attempted escape 
scene was near tower No. 4, at the 
center of the rear prison wall. Prison 
officials expressed doubt that the at- 
tempt would have sueceeded if the 
prisoners had erected their ladder be- 
fore discovered by Captain Parker, 
believing that they would have been 
riddled with bullets as they crossed 
the wall. 

Placed in Solitary. 

Gardner and Urbaytis, together with 
with three other prisoners involved 
in the escape attempt, were clapped 
into solitary confinement immediately 
after Captain Parker was rescued, 


and the danger of a general prison 
break by hundreds of inmates who 
were in the yard at the time was 
averted by a hurried marshaling of 
the men into cellhouses. 

City police officers, who were sum- 
moned during the excitement, rushed 
to the prison with riot guns, but were 
not needed, as the trouble was quickly 
quelled by prison guards, and the 
prisoners in the yard were rounded up 
and marched into the cellhouses, it 
was said, 

Warden John W. Snook, who has 
been ill for the past few days, rushed 
to the prison from his residence on 
being informed of the trouble and su-

When Captain Parker and Guard 
Bunce walked up to Gardner and Ur, 
baytis and the other participants 10 
the wall scaling attempt to investigate

was struck over the head with a gup 
by Gardner. Guard Finn, who hur 
ried over to investigate the trouble 
None of the guards 
had guns. 

Urbaytis remained behind at the 
seene of the attempted wall scaling to 
hold Guards Bunee and Finn at bay 
with his. revolver. 

Captain Parker was marched to the 
rear door of the cellhouse corridor, 
while wall guards, realizing the trou- 
ble, endeavored to shoot Gardner, 
though hampered by the use of 
Captain Parker as a_ shield. On 
arriving at the rear door, Gardner 
foreed Guard Nixon, at the point of 
a gun, to open the iron barred gate, 
and the party passed through. 

When Gardner, still holding Parker 
iu front of him, reached the second 
door Captain Parker threw his keys 
through the bars out of reach of the 
two prisoners, and Guard Dean tried 
to shoot Gardner, but failed because 
of the prisoner’s use of Parker as a 
living breastworks. 

Guard Dean had just gone off duty 
and was at the second door when he 
saw Gardner forcing Captain Parker 
along at pistol point. Dean immedi- 
ately obtained a gun from the armory, 


'which was a few feet away, and tried 


to shoot at Gardner, but in vain. 

With guards pressing him close be- 
hind, and the locked gate and Guard 
Dean barring his . path, Gardner 
realized the game was up and, in the 
face of hopeless odds, surrendered his 
sun and allowed himself to be placed 
under arrest. Meanwhile, guards on 
the wall and in the prison yard forced 
Urbaytis to surrender his weapon, and 
Guards Bunce and Finn were lib- 
erated. 

Pistol Fire Useless. 

In spite of a number of shots fired 
by Gardner and Urbaytis and the 
return fire from prison guards, no one 
was struck by bullets, the scalp wound 
received by Guard Bunce being the 
only injury of the affair. Guards in- 
side the prison yard do not carry guns, 
being allowed only “hillies,”” as a pre- 
caution against guards being overpow- 
ered by gangs of prisoners and their 
weapons taken. 

The ladder attempt was the second 
effort of Urbaytis to escape within 
a year and a half. He participated in 
the scheme which obtained freedom 
for Albert Rosenberg, 10-year termer ; 
Fred MeGoldrick, three-year termer, 
and Basil Banghart, two-year termer, 
in January of 1927, Rosenberg, Mc- 
Goldrick and Bangharf escaped under 
through a cell house window, 
after a bar had been filed through. 
Urbaytis was found by guards at the 
window, on the interior of the cell 
house, together with Joseph C, La&u- 
zon, 20-year man, their nerve ‘hav- 
ing failed at the sound of firing 
outside. 

Rosenberg was recaptured in the 
attempted robbery of a theater box of- 
fice in Indiana, and is now serving a 
25-year term in that state. Dang- 
hart was reported to have been con- 
nected with the robbery, but escaped 
and is still at large, being the sole 
man to have escaped and maintained 
his freedom since Warden Snook took 
charge of the prison. Rosenberg was 
the “brains” of the escape, and Urbay- 
tis and Lauzon were invited to share 
in the get-away.

ing with faith, or ardor and _ con- 
stancy the structure of national pros- 
perity for the interest of all. 


“The unprecedented crime as a re- 
sult of whieh General Obregon lost 
his life has covered the nation with 
a justifiable shame. Every honest 
spirit everywhere reproves this crime 
with honest indignation. By it Mex- 
ico has lost the outstanding states- 
man of the present time and the most 
illustrious representative of the so- 
cial movement, which has eost so much 
suffering for the people, and out of 
which so many benefits will be de- 
rived for national development. 


Punish Author. 


“My duty in repudiating this hei- 
nous crime is also to state that the 
nation and my government is resolved 
to use every power at its command, 
to punish not only the material au- 
thor of this unspeakable crime but to 
discover and punish also as exam] les, 
whoever they may be, those who are 
bound to be intellectual directors of 
the deed which so profoundly wounds 
national institutions and the credit 
of the republic 
“In the midst of the moral commo- 
tion the crime has produced it is 
pleasing to be able to announce that 
order has been maintained in all the 


republic and that there has been no 


disturbance. This condition surely 
qill continue, and is the most solemn 
proof of the unanimous condemnation 
of this shameful outrage. 

Continue Policy. 

“My government will continue its 
previous policy seeking peace for the 
country and assuring its citizens the 
privilege of exercising their political 
rights—the exercise of which rights 
have at times involved such serious 
disorders.” 

It is in the final paragraph of this 
statement that the president declares 
himself in a manner thought here to 
be indicative of his plans for the fu- 
ture. Here he says: 

“Finally 1 want to announce that 
the government will continue as here- 
tofore within constitutional paths and 
with the requisite calmness and 
energy.” 

The Mexican constitution, as em- 
hodied at this time, forbids direct 
suecession of the president in two 
terins in office. 

Calles to Keep Post. 


Coincidentally today the anniver- 
sary of the death of Benito Juarez, 
Mexico's “George Washington,’ the 
problem of presidential succession 
was, as then, uppermost in the minds 
of national leaders. 

President Calles today was regard- 
ed as certain to remain at the helm 
of Mexico’s ship of state, even though 
his doing so may be in technical con- 
tradiction of the revolutionary princi- 
ple of no reelection initiated by Jua- 
rez and contained in both the consti- 
tution of 1857 and that of 1917. 

The Mexican constitution in force 
now, that of 1917, even though it 
was revised to permit reelection of 
General Obregon following another’s 
term as president, does not make pos- 
sible in its present form a direct suc- 
cession to the chair by Calles upon 
the expiration of his present term. 


Means Discussed. 


Various means of making such suc- | 


cession possible, however, were being 
discussed in Mexico City today; cer- 
tain it is that no one believes any 
other than General Calles will take 
charge of governmental affairs. 

These means included the appoint- 
ment by congress of a_ provisional 
president to assume office upon ex- 
piration of the Calles term in Decem- 
ber. A general election might then be

called and Calles offer himself for 
reelection without violating the clause 
in the constitution concerning direct 
succession, 

If this plan is followed it is be- 
lieved generally that Aaron Saenz, 
governor of Neuvo Leon, and former 
minister of foreign affairs in the Cal- 
les cabinet, will be named prédvisional 
president. His interim of power prob- 
ably would be brief. Saenz, whose 
residence is in Monterrey, was among 
the foremost of Obregon’s supporters 
and is a brother-in-law of one of 
Calles’ daughters, 


Other Plans Possible. 


Other plans, however, were regard- 
ed as possible. A _ constitutional 
amendment to allow General Calles to 
succced himself in the present emer- 
gency may be asked. This, doubtless, 
would be subject to reelection at a 
new national poll, or, the coistitutiun- 
al amendment which extends the pres- 
idential term to six years may be in- 
terpreted as applying to resident 
Calles, who was elected to a four-year 
term. This would retain him in power 
until 1930.

Bovine Tuberculosis 
In U. S. Is Reduced 
One Half in 6 Years 


Washington, July 18—()—A 50 
per cent reduction in six—years in 
hovine turbeculosis throughout the 
country was shown in figures issued 
today by the department of agricul- 
ture. 

Only 2 per cent of American cattle 
had been found to be tubercular up to 
July 1 this year, as compared to 
4 per cent in 1922, 3.3 per cent in 
1924 and 2.8 per cent in 1926. 

In 499 counties the figures show 
the disease had practically been erad- 
icated, and the areas still badly in- 
fected were shown to contain less 
than 6 per cent of the cattle in the 
country.

The scale of $7.50 per day and $1.08 
per ton which passed into the discard 
by the committee’s action, was set 
by the federal coal commission in 1920 
and has been effective in union op- 
erated bituminous mines since then. 
It was reaffirmed in the famous Jack- 
sonville agreement of 1924 in the 
making of which Herbert Hoover, 
secretary of commerce, played a prom- 
inent part. 

When the Jacksonville agreement 
expired April 1, 1927, operators 
throughout the soft coal fields were 
clamoring for a reduction in the 
union wages, The United Mine Work- 
ers at Indianapolis in January, 1927, 
set forth a policy of “no reduction in 
wages” and on April 1 a general sus- 
pension resulted. Many mines have 
worked under temporary agreements 
to pay the union scale. ‘The policy 
committee’s action may result in an 
unprecedented situation in miners’ 
union history—the existence of dif- 
ferent districts. The officers of each 
district in the union aré left free to 
negotiate for wages on whatever basis 
is “mutually satisfactory” their action 
to be submitted for ratification by a 
district convention or a referendum 
vote by the union miners in the dis- 
trict.

ference of publishers of newspapers 
and periodicals to consider unfair 
methods of competition in the publish- 
ing business will be held under the 
auspices of the federal trade commis- 
sion on October 9 at New York.

THE OBREGON TRAGEDY. 


The death by assassination of 
President-elect Obregon, of Mexico, 
is a severe blow to that country. 

Despite the fact that he was a 
militarist, and was associated, in- 
directly, with the anti-Carranza revo- 
lution in Sonora, he did more than 
‘ any other man since the fall of Diaz 
* to restore Mexico to orderly ad- 
ministration after the brief adminis- 
trations of several shot-gun presi- 


. dents who had taken over the gov- 


ernment as a result of revolutions. 
Carranza was one of that type, 
and his regime was characterized by 
alleged graft such as had never been 
known before in that nation. 


The Carranza federal constitution 
was confiscatory of the rights of 
foreign investors. Under his re- 
gime schools were closed down, 
millions of peons were out of em- 
ployment, the national railroads be- 
‘came dilapidated, and revolutionary 
generals with their soldiers were 
employed to protect the vast prop- 
erties owned by Americans in the 
. petroleum and mining districts. The 
* whole country was in chaos. 


In 1919 General Obregon, who 
lived at Nogales, across the Rio 
’ Grande from Arizona, and who had 
* been at the head of the army under 
Carranza until there was a political 
split, offered for the presidency by 
popular vote. 


For the first time in many years

A secondary reason for the decreas- 
ing prevalence of weakfoot, no doubt, 
is the reform in the manufacture of 
shoes. Ten or 20 years ago nor- 
mally shaped shoes could be bought 
only with great difficulty and search- 
ing: today every shoe manufacturer 
provides lasts for men, women and 
children, that fit the undeformed foot 
as well as anyone would wish. But 
this reform has come about, I be- 
lieve, only as a consequence of the 
demand created by better physical 
education. The doctors were clamor- 
ing for such shoes many years before 
the public began to demand them, and 
the shoe manufacturers gave the doc- 
tors a deaf ear—or left the matter 
to one or two “orthopedic” or “‘sur- 
gical” factories. 

The inner edge of sole and heel is 
more worn down when the wearer 
has weakfoot; normally 
edge is more worn. 

The prevention and the manage- 
ment of weakfoot will be the subject 
of further scoldings,

the 100 years from 1800 to 1900, the |

000,000,000. In the decade from 
1910 to 1920, our wealth increased 
$55,000,000,000. United States rev- 
enue in the century above was six 
and one-half billion dollars. In the 
decade above twenty and one-third 
billion dollars. Copper mined in the 
United States in the same century 
three and one-fifth million tons; in 
the decade six and one-fifth million; 
steel tonnage in the country ninety- 
five million tons; in the decade 3,355 
million tons; stamps used in the cen- 
tury fifty billion; in the decade 122 
hillion; coal produced in the country 
4.500 million tons; in the decade 5.- 
700 million tons; aluminum produc- 
tion in the century 30 milion tons; 
in the decade 1,700 million tons. 


“Expenditures for publie schools 
in the century was 51-2 billion dol- 
lars; in the decade 6 8-10 billion dol- 
lars; foreign commerce in all. coun- 


, tries in the century was 35 billion dol- 


lars; deeade 39 billion dollars, 
Changed Conditions. 


“I only cite these figures to show 
you that we are dealing with changed 
conditions. Business has had to change 
its form and constantly consolidate to 
meet the economic changes produced 
by this vast expansion. Without de- 
erying their usefulness and _ stating 
that the era of candles and stage 
coach had much to commend it, I 
only want to say that in the day of 
automobiles, radio, aeroplane, elec- 
tricity, we have to remodel our busi- 
ness and our government to meet con- 
ditions, An organization geared to 
meet the needs of a state with $1.- 
000,000 income in 1877, will not meet 
the needs in 1928 with 24 million 
dollars income. We spend now on 
highways more money than we spent 
altogether in the first 15 years of the 
last fifty years. 


“The first purpose of any organi- 
zation is efficiency. The second pur- 
‘pose is economy. 


“In submitting my plan, I helieve 
it would do both. From all the fig- 
ures I have been able to obtain I 
believe that with savings in interest 
with all moneys paid into the treas- 
ury, no special funds, a centralized 
department of accounts and control, a 
budget director, centralized purebus- 
ing, elimination of employes and mod- 
ern methods in the collection of taxes 
through centralized state departments, 
we will have a vastly more efficient 
state government and the savings 
would be, in my judgment from $750.- 
000 ‘to $1,000,000 annually or spelled 
in words of business, a saving of 3 
to 4 per cent in our turnover. In or- 
der to do this the governor must be 
the executive head, the governor ap- 
pointing seven or eight responsible 
heads and the others elected would 
give us a cabinet or council which 
should gather twice a month or oft- 
ener to discuss the problems and try 
to reach conclusions, all cooperating 
with each other in the improvements 
of tHe state's service to her citizens. 


Boards Vs. Heads. 


“The opinion of many as to boards 
and heads of administrative depart- 
ments vary. Business almost inva- 
riably uses the one man head, respon- 
sible to the chief executive. Many 
states use a tax commission. My in- 
forma‘.on is that 36 states have such 
commissions, but in seven only a one- 
man commission and four to be aban- 
doned when the consolidation scheme 
goes through. My experience as au- 
diter coupled with experience obtain- 
ed in conferences with other auditors 
does not impress me with boards as 
administrative bodies. Theorists advo- 
cate them but in practice they do not 
think where 


one responsible head accountable to 
the governor, the legislature and the 
taxpayers for the efficient handling of 
his office is more to be desired. All 
administrative officers of this re- 
sponsibility, should be appointed by 
the governor with the advice and con- 
Sent of the senate. 

Governor. : Bureau of records, bu- 
reau of military affairs, bureau of 
grounds and buildings. 

Treasurer: Bureau of bonds. 
Department of agriculture: Bureay 
of administration, bureau of plant 
industry, bureau of animal industry, 
bureau of chemistry, bureau of mar- 
kets, bureau of agriculture statistics, 
bureau of immigration. 

Department of law: Attorney gen- 
eral. Three assistants to he assigned 
to highways and corporations. Sal- 
ary of attorney general to bé same 
as supreme court judge. 

Department of industrial relations - 
Cureau of administration and statis- 
tics, bureau of labor, bureau of com- 
pensation insurance, bureau of indus- 
trial rehabilitation, with a grouping 
of some boards relating to pl@mbers, 
engmeers, efc., under its supervision 
and examination. 

Department of state: Bureau 
records, bureau of incorporations. 

Department of taxation: Bureau 
of administration and control, bureau 
of eorporation tax, bureau of motor 
vehicle tax, bureau of personal tax. 

Department. of education: Bureau 
of administration, bureau of school 
Supervision, bureau of health and 
physical education, bureau of voca- 
tional training, bureau of professional 
registration, and a grouping of beards 
such as‘ architects, accountants, doc- 
tors, etc., providing for their exami- 
nation and qualification. 

Department of corporations: Bu- 
reau of administration, bureau of cor- 
porate control, bureau of rate regula- 
tion and service, bureau of banking, 
bureau of securities, bureau of insur- 
ance, 

Department of highways. Bureau 
of administration, bureau of construe- 
tion and maintenance, bureau of pub- 
lic parks and’ buildings. 

Department of audits: Bureau of 
administration, bureau of audits, bu- 
reau of administration, bureau of pub- 
under state control, bureau of state 
bonds, 

Department of institutions: Bu- 
reau of administration, bureau of pub- 
lic welfare. 

Most of these institutions should be 
left in the hands of local trustees but 
some central control should be exer- 
cised: 

Department of finance: Bureau of 
the budget, bureau of accounts and 
control, bureau of purchase and print- 
ing. 

The head of the department should 
preferably head the bureau of budget, 
closely inspecting and checking every 
requisition. The comptroller should 
— the bureau of accounts and con- 
trol.

Accounting System. 


In the bureau of accounts and con- 
trol a complete system of general ac- 
counting for the state should be in- 
stalled. These accounts will displace 
all accounts now kept except the 
treasurer’s account, <A _ consolidation 
of these accounts will reduce the 
number of employees and will give 
effective accounting control over the 
state’s income and expenditures which 
is impossible under present procedure. 
The comptroller should approve all 
disbursements and’ draw warrant on 
treasurer, doing away with present 
procedure. ‘This will give us really 
comparable figures for a budget. The 
comptroller should approve all con- 
tracts made by the purchasing agent 
and records should be kept to prevent 
the encumbrance of appropriations. 

The state auditor should audit the 
accounts of the comptroller and care- 
fully check same. 

The auditor should not be appoint- 
ed by the governor but should be 
elected by the legislature so that 
weak spots may be disclosed and that 
the legislative body have an _ inde- 
pendent fiscal official. This is neces- 
sary in order to provide an inde- 
pendent check upon the financial 
management of the administration 
and when this is done no other check 
is required. The auditor should not 
be entangled with administrative work 
and for this reason should not serve 
as ex-officio member of any board.

Fewer Amendments. 

As I stated at the beginning, no 
plan ean be worked out in its entire- 
ty and no scheme is feasible until all 
pasties have been heard and the in- 
formation gathered. We need expert 
advice and we need to learn to trust 
our legislature and not to try to write 
an organization of governmental 
functions into state constitutions. 
The federal government has lived un- 
der the same constitution for practi- 
cally 140 years, with few amend- 
ments. All J. wanted to do was to 
lift the curtain and disclose to you 
some of the reasons actuating me. I 
have found some officials who op- 
posed reorganization in Tennessee, Il- 
linois and New York now most hearti- 
ly in favor of same. I wish yon 
would take these ideas, elaborate 
them, find out their weakness or 
strength and let us diseuss them in 
the fight of the open where men may 
disagree and yet be friends with the 
single purpose that all that may be 
done in the future will be done with 
the sole desire to give the citizens of 
this state a government economical 
and wisely planned in which expan- 
sion can be made and a government

Eddie Killian, Known as the 
“Twilight Hurler,” Passes 
After Long Illness. 


Detroit, July 18.—(?)—Edward 
| (Eddie) Killian, mound hero of De- 
troit pennant days in the American 
league some 20 years ago and one 


is dead. 

The veteran pitcher died at his 
home this afternoon following an ill- 
ness of several months from cancer. 
He was 5] years old. 

Killian figured prominently in the 
Tiger pennant drives of 1907, 1905 
and 1909 when Hughie Jennings pilot- 
ed the club to championship. He 
helped Detroit win its first pennant 
in 1907 with 25 victories in 38 games. 
Two years later Eddie, then known as 
a veteran, pitched Detroit to a double- 
header victory over Boston in the last 
series of the season to clinch the 
third Detroit championship. 

His pitching caused fans to link 
his name with those of Jennings, Ty 
(‘obb, Bill Donovan, George Mullin, 
Sam Crawford, Donie Bush and oth- 


Killian was purchased by 
from Cleveland in 1903 and his rise 
| to fame was rapid. That same sea- 
son he earned the name of the “twi- 
light hurler’ because of having pitch- 
ei and won three extra inning games 
at the start of the season. Although 
1907 was his greatest year, Killian 
won 23 games out of 37 starts in 1905. 
Doe White, of Chicago, was the only 
southpaw with/a better record that 
season,

Paris, July 18.—I have had enough 
time now to play on these hard clay 
courts in France to convince myself 
that they are wonderful. They retain 
moisture enough to be soft, and yet 
they are fit for play 20 minutes after 
a hard rain, 

They are the last word in hard 
courts, and to a person used to hard 
clay court play they are fine. The 
center court on which we hope to do 
battle with the champions of France 
is enclosed by a buge stand seating 
12,000 persons. 

Qur team is in fine condition for 
the coming matches, due to our play 
in England. The weather in Paris is 
warmer than we had in London. But 
the heat is welcome to those of us 
accustomed to hot summers at home. 
The French, so long our tennis 
guests in the United States, are doing 
everything possible for our comfort, 
and we are greatly enjoying the pe- 
riod of preparation for the big 
matches, 

One of the most amusing parts of 
our trip, to me at least, is the han- 
dling of foreign money. About the 
time I got used to the system of 
pounds, shillings and pence I moved 
to a system of francs, all of which 
is very confusing, 

The United States Davis cup team 
is becoming adept at sign language. 
When we want a locker, pr towels, or 
water, we find that all the locker boy: 
ean say is, “No speak English.” Then | 
we begin a complicated sign conversa; | 
tion. It would take an Artibo to do 
justice to it. 

We are drinking bottled water in | 
Paris, and by evening, at the club, a 
huge pile of empty bottles has accumu- 
lated. The astonished looks. of the 
French waiters are a sight to behold.

Especially heavy- selling of Decem- 
ber wheat was ascribed to a promi- 
nent speculator. In addition, there 
were general liquidating sales on the 
part of miscellaneous holders. 

Corn. and oats were bearishly af- 
fected by wheat weakness, but July 
delivery of corn was an exception, 
closing higher and going to the big- 
gest premium yet over September. A 
feature was active demand from pre- 
vious speculative sellers of July.
